City's New Senior 


Center Now Open

The long-awaited opening of the 
new Romulus Senior Center became a 
reality on Friday, January 20, when the 
City hosted a ribbon-cutting to celebrate 
the event. 

The new facility — located down- 
town at 36525 Bibbins—was constructed 
on the site where the old recreation and 
senior centers previously stood. 

Inside the building's 15,400 square 
feet — which represents a significant 
increase in space compared to the old 
center — seniors will find a number of 
amenities, including: 
¢ akiln room for ceramics classes 
e an exercise room that will include a 
variety of equipment, including some 
donated by Dr. Craig Everingham of 
the Everingham Chiropractic Health 
Center in Romulus 
a billiards room. 

a conference room 

a state-of-the-art kitchen 

two large banquet rooms—each with 
a seating capacity of 100 — that also 
feature a projector/screen setup and 
PA system. 

According to Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority director Maria Lambert, 
the new senior center's construction, 
furnishings, and other appurtenances 
came with a total price tag of about $3.4 


million — yet Romulus residents won't 
see any increase in their property-tax 
bills because of it. 

"We found a way to get our commu- 
nity a new senior center without raising 
taxes, andwe jumped onit," she said. "It 
was an opportunity too good to pass up." 

Lambert explained that, with the 
backing of the City of Romulus, the DDA 
bonded for the full $3.4 million needed 
forthe project. The money will be repaid 
over a 10-year period, with the DDA 
picking up about one-third of the total, 
and the other two-thirds coming from 
federal Community Development Block 
Grant funds that have been pre-commit- 
ted forthe bond payments. 

Those who missed last month's rib- 
bon-cutting ceremony will have another 
chance to attend a gala affair celebrat- 
ing the new facility. A"Valentine Cruise" 
—set for noon on Friday, February 24 — 
will put an entertaining twist on a day of 
facility tours open to all ages. 

"Each cruise ‘passenger’ will pick 
up a'passport' at the ‘entry port,’ and will 
receive a stamp in that passport every 
time he or she visits a new ‘port of call," 
said Senior Programs director Linda 
Norman. "Each port, or room in the 
building, will have a different host, who 
will serve refreshments while introduc- 


ing passengers to the room's function 
and special features. Entertainment will 
also be provided. 

"At the end of the cruise, passen- 
gers will have a chance to turn in their 
filled passports for a door-prize draw- 
ing," she added. 

To ensure that plenty of refresh- 
ments are available, Norman is asking 
those whoplanto attend the free program 
to preregister by calling 734-955-4120 
or 955-4130 during normal business 
hours (8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.). 

Although several finishing touches 
remain to be added, the new Romulus 
Senior Center is now open for business. 

"We've returned from our tempo- 
rary home at the Romulus Progressive 
Club, and have resumed many of our 
regularly scheduled programs," said 
Norman. "Hot lunches are again being 
served each weekday for a donation of 
just $1.75 per person, and most of our 
other services are also available." 

One upcoming event that will make 
good use of the new center's facilities is 
a Valentine's Day showing of The Note- 
book, starring James Garner and Gena 
Rowlands. Seniors are invited to stop 
by on Tuesday, February 14, for this 
free movies-and-munchies. program, 
which will begin at 1 p.m.

Hearings Continue on Proposal to 
Update Graduation Requirements 


On February 1, the House Educa- 


tion Committee heard testimony on 


House Bill 5606, which would imple- 
ment the New Michigan Merit Core. The 
proposed high-school graduation re- 
quirements include 16 credits in English/ 
language arts, mathematics, science, 
social science, health/physical educa- 
tion, and fine arts/music. The bill differs 
significantly from the State Board of 
Education's proposal by offering spe- 
cific content recommendations for the 
courses, as well as strong legislative 
oversight responsibilities. 

The committee heard testimony 
from Michigan State University's Dr. Bill 
Schmidt, a world-renowned expert in 
mathematics. Dr. Schmidt spoke pas- 
sionately about the need for rigorous 
math standards so that our students are 
prepared for the global jobs of the fu- 
ture. The committee also heard stirring 
testimony from Dr. Marlene Davis, super- 
intendent of the Wayne County Regional 
Educational Service Agency. She ex- 
pressed support for the concept, but 
wants to make sure that our teachers 
have the support and tools they will 
need to teach such a rigorous curricu- 
lum to students with varying learning 
styles. ; 

| have concerns with the extent to 
which HB 5606 injects legislative micro- 
managing over specific course content. 
Therefore, on Thursday, February 2, | 
introduced HB 5636, which reflects the 
recommendations of the State Board of 
Education. Either piece of legislation 
will require additional changes as the 
legislative process advances.

Arecent workshop at Romulus High 
School helped college-bound students 
and their parents understand the com- 
plexities of applying for financial aid. 
The annual program — conducted by 
Pam Fowler, director of the University of 
Michigan's Financial Aid Department, 
and her assistant, LaNorris Alexander — 
was attended by more than 60 people. 

Fowler began the workshop by not- 
ing that changing laws, economic fluc- 
tuations, and other factors present new 
challenges for financial-aid applicants 
each year. This year, she said, the most 
important difference is an average de- 
crease of $200 to $400 in Pell Grant 
funds (which do not have to be repaid) 
per student. According to Fowler, the 
decrease was the result of recent legis- 
lation that raised the income-eligibility 
levels for Pell Grant recipients. 

Although the all-important FAFSA 
(Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid) can be filed as late as March 1, 
2006, Fowler stressed the importance 
of turning itin as soon as possible. Data

reported on the form determines the 
amount of money that a student's family 
will be expected to provide toward his/ 
her post-secondary education, as well 
as the amount of Pell Grant and other 
funds for which the student is eligible. 
Fowler strongly recommends that fami- 
lies fill out the electronic version of the 
FAFSA, as opposed to the paperversion, 
because its quicker turnaround time 
means that parents will receive the in- 
formation they will need to apply for 
additional aid within 10 days. 

Students were also advised to ap- 
ply to colleges and universities as soon 
as possible because their funds will be 
restricted, as well. 

"Thisis a first-come/first-served situ- 
ation, and once individual school money 
is gone, you will be too late," she said. 

Fowler and her assistant concluded 
by reviewing school awards such as 
need-/merit-based and work/study 
scholarships, and also discussed a vari- 
ety of loans and how students can effec- 
tively access them.

"Our behavior data shows a 12% 
decrease in overall behavior referrals, 
which represents over 150 less refer- 
rals compared to this time last year," 
she explained.
